The Government of Goa has been performing 
it s mandated role of contributing to the freedom 
of the press . It has not hesitated to provide 
assistance , whenever required by the media , to 
help them to discharge their duties and 
responsibilities without fear or favour . Goa , 
perhaps is one of the few States to introduce 
Goa Journalist Welfare Schemes under which 
retired journalist receive a pension of Rs . 2000 / 
per month . 


(f ) Accessories means accessories used for a 
computer , including UPS , printer , scanner , 
webcam , palmtop , computer speakers, computer 
microphone , external hard disk , pen drive , 
computer table & chair and other related 
accessories which get developed from time to 
time . 


Keeping in mind the needs of the Journalists in 
an environment where technology is crucial, the 
State Government has announced a Scheme to 
provide journalists based in Goa , for the purchase 
of a computer / laptop system , so that it becomes 
convenient for such journalists to have easier 
access to what has today become the basic 
technology in their profession . It is expected that 
the Scheme would empower journalist with greater 
means to disseminate and spread information that 
is crucial to the sustenance of a democratic system , 
such as ours . 


3 Scope of the Scheme. – The Department of 
Information and Publicity shall invite applications 
from the working journalists for grant of financial 
assistance under the Scheme . The Scheme 
envisages grant of financial assistance to the 
working journalists who shall avail loan from 
EDC , Goa , in the form of interest subsidy and 
shall be subject to the following terms and 
conditions : 


(a ) Maximum loan admissible will be rupees 
fifty thousand only , under this Scheme . 


Now , therefore, the Government of Goa is hereby 
pleased to frame the following Scheme , namely : 


1. Short title and commencement .- ( 1 ) This 
Scheme may be called the GOA SCHEME FOR 
FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE FOR COMPUTERS TO 
WORKING JOURNALISTS , 2008 . 


b ) Cheque will be issued by the Bank directly 
to the supplier . The Government will subsidize 
the interest component only and the 
beneficiaries will not bear any interest burden .

(a ) ( i ) Shall be a permanent employee of a 
registered media organization / s for at least three 
years and necessary authenticating documents in

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( i ) in case of outstation correspondent or a 
freelance journalist , the journalist will have 
to be accredited to the Government of Goa 
under the Goa State Media Representative 
Accreditation Rules , 2002 . 


(3 ) The Scheme does not confer a right on 
any applicant for obtaining interest free 
loan . Notwithstanding anything stated in this 
Scheme , the Government reserves the right 
to reject an application without assigning any 


reason . 


(6 ) Shall be based in Goa with a domicile of 
not less than 15 years and shall produce a 
certificate issued by Mamlatdar of the taluka he / 
/ she resides in this regard , if the Selection 
Committee asks for . 


4 ) The Government , through the Department 
of Information and Publicity , will pay to the EDC , 
Goa , the interest accrued on the Principal amount . 
In case of default in payment of loans EDC , Goa , 
shall recover the same from the beneficiary even 
after cessation of service , as per the existing 
provisions of law .

the loan , furnish under taking from the 
management of the media organization he / she 
belongs to, stating that the installments of the 
said loan shall be deducted from his / her salary

One 
representative each belonging to the Goa Editors 
Guild and the Goa Union of Journalists, as 
recommended by both the bodies , would be 
incorporated as its members . A senior bank official , 
who has retired not more than one year ago and 
not from the position below a bank manager of a 
nationalized bank , shall be appointed as the 
member . The Director of Information & Publicity 
shall be the Member Secretary of the Selection 
Committee .
